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PEACH CROP UNINJURED. 


Fortunately, the cold weather came in full time to prevent any material 
damage to Georgia’s greatest fruit crop, the peaches. 

Naturally the continued warm spring weather, lasting for some three 
weeks, caused considerable apprehension and alarm for fear the trees would 


put out their buds in time to have them nipped in the bloom. But it appears , 


from the latest reports that no more trees have bloomed than is ordinarily 
the case early in the year when there is any moderation of the temperature. 
The sap had evidently not risen in the trees sufficiently to push out the 
blooms. even with the coaxing influence of spring weather. 

But now that the cold wave has come, the situation is saved, at least 
the present. The progress of the sap and the bud will be temporarily 
stopped, leaving the buds in shape to resist the cold, and so far everything 


for 


is hopetul. 

Thus. the results this vear will depend wholly upon the future capers 
of the weather. With a reasonable degree of cold from now until March, the 
buds will be held back sufficiently to make the crop comparatively safe. 
fhe only danger, then, will be from the late freeze, which there is always 
reasonable hope of escaping. 

The Georgia peach crop has grown to immense proportions and additions 
are made to the vast acreage every year. There are millions invested in it, 
and the annual crop, when safely brought to maturity, brings millions in re- 
turns from the markets.

next inquired Senator Bacon, in the mest 
casual way in the world. 

Bacon Wanted to Know. 

The congressman began to be a little 
suspicious as to the motive of the sen- 
ator, but, after further mature reflection. 
volunteered the infOrmation that most of 
the representatives had voted against. it. 

“Because,” continued Senator Bacon, 
“T want to know how the men from my 
state feel about it, and whether they 
want the increase, as it will largely gov- 
ern my vote when the bill again comes 
before the senate.” 

The Georgia congressman quickly as- 
sured the senatOr from Georgia that he 
should vote just as his conscienee dic- 


tated, as did the representatives from

“No,” added the senator, “all these 
appropriations matters should originate 
in the house, and I wish to vote with my 
delegation on this bill.”

The congressman with a salary of 
$5,000 a year must not only figure 
mighty closely on the bread and butter 
problem, so far as it affects his own 
family, but there must also be laid aside 
an ¢éntertainment fund to take cara of 
the boys from his home “dees-trict” 
when they drop in on him on their 
way through Washington. Tt is an un- 
usual day when the tables in the con- 
gressional cafe at the capitol are not 
crowded with little luncheon parties given 
by members of congress to one or two 
Or a half dozen of their constituents. 
To the public it may seem awfully sim- 
ple and hardly to be dignified by the 
name of “entertainment,” and yet the 
aggregate cost of such luncheons to earl

“I find myself on this question for the 
first time since T have been-a member 
of this body holding different views and 
taking a aifferent pOsition to my demo- 
cratic colleagues. I have no fault to 
find with them, nor do I criticise their 
action. No one understands the attitude 
of the south on the negro question better 
than 1 do, especially in regard to negro 
soldiers. They were quartered in 1865 
and 1866 in nearly every southern com~ 
mOnwealth, and were guilty of some 
most horrible acts of oppression and 
cruelty. I fully expected that the peo- 
ple of my own state and of the other 
southern states would commend the 
president's action in discharging the 
battalion of the Twenty-fifth infantry. 
They do not believe there should be any 
negro soldiers in the army at all, and 
they would welcome the repeal of the 
law which provides for their enlistment. 
They have not paused to analyze the 
president's action. I knew that my at- 
titude would displease -my constituents. 
It would have been easy for me to have 
kept quiet; but, believing as I do that a 
great wrong has been done the innocent 
negro, and that the president had again 
exhibited a willingness to override law 
and usurp authority, I have in my feeble 
way tried to show why I joined his 
critics. 

Tillman Expects Rooseveli 
sault. 

‘Mr. Roosevelt has already rescinded 
one part of his order, and I warn my 
fellow senators on this side that they 
need not be surprised to find him a little 
later on modifying or changing his atti- 
tude in essential particulars on this ques- 
ton. I am prepared for anything he may 
do, and shall me surprised at nothing, 
for since his somersault on the court 
review feature of the rate bill and his 
surrender upon a queation of far more 
vital importance than this, he will be 
Only too glad to seize the first Oppor- 
tunity to placate the negro and resume 
his place as their idol. I am charged 
with being unable to see anything good 
in Theodore Roosevelt, and being a 
monomaniac in my personal hatred of 
him. I beg to remind senators that 
when we were about to have a vote On 
the rate bill I gave him all the credit 
for having compelled any railroad legis- 
lation, and, being entitled to gratitude 
for whatever benefits might arise from 
it. I may be narrow and prejudiced, but 
I try to be just, and when I criticised 
him about Indianola, about usurpation 
in Panama, about his San Domingo p2®l- 
icy, about his conduct in the Mrs. Morris 
case I felt justified, and while I may 
get no credit for sincerity of conviction 
in this Brownsville matter, I plant my- 
self on the bedrock. principle that the 
innocent should not te punished for the 
gins of the guilty. and that men should 
he presumed to be innocént untjl they 
are proven guilty.” ,
